extremist 
leader Thich Tri Quang defied 
an order today from South Viet 
Nam’s supreme Buddhist pa­ 
triarch to end his 21-day hunger 
strike. 


Under arrest In a Saigon clin­ 
ic, the antigovernment monk 
clung to his diet of sugary liq­ 
uids. vowing to fast uaito death 
unless 
Prem ier 
Nguyen 
Cao 
Ky’s military regime resigned. 
He was reported growing in­ 
creasingly weaker. 


The second consecutive day of 
heavy U.S. air attacks on North 
Viet Nam’s fuel depots dominat­ 
ed military activities. On the 
ground, more than C.000 U. S. 
iroops hunted in the coastal hills 
240 miles northeast of Saigon 
for 1,800 North Vietnamese but 
encountered only sniper fire. 


U.S. Air Force and Navy jets 
flew 
84 
multiplane 
missions 
against the Communist North 
Monday, returning for the first 
time in a month to the strategic 
Yen Bay rail yards on the Red 
Biver line to Red China 80 miles 
northwest of Hanoi. A spokes­ 
man said they destroyed a high­ 
way bridge, damaged a railroad 
bridge and wrecked two antiair­ 
craft sites. 


A Navy A4 Skyhawk from the 
carrier Constellation became the 
271st plane lost over North Viet 
Nam when it was hit near 
Thanh Hoa. The pilot was listed 
as missing. 


In a sidelight to the U.S. mili­ 
tary effort, the big American 
construction combine handling 
the Defense Department's build­ 
ing program announced a tenta­ 
tive agreement with 13,000 Viet­ 
namese workers to end a crip­ 
pling eight-day strike in the Sai­ 
gon area. A spokesman for the 
RMK-BRJ combine said it en­ 
dorsed the workers’ demands 
for higher wages in exchange 
for a pledge by their represen­ 
tatives to urge them back to the 
job Wednesday. 


The continued hunger strike

Begin Dominica 
Exodus Today

ican Republic <AP> — A battal­ 
ion of U.S. paratroopers begins 
boarding ships today to start 
the withdrawal of the 8,000-man 
Inter-American 
Peace 
Force 
from the Dominican Republic. 


The artillery battalion from 
the 82nd 
Airborne 
Division— 
about 1,100 men—is expected to 
take two days to embark. The

States voted last week to with-1 
draw the entire six-nation con-j 
tingent within 90 days.

The force was created by the 
OAS to help restore Ftabiiitv | 
and constitutional government 
in the wake of a Dominican civil 
war that began in April 1965. 
The vote for withdrawal fol­ 
lowed the elect.on of Joaquin 
Balaguer as president in the 
June 1 general election. Bala­ 
guer is to be inauguiated Fri­ 
day. 


The United States has 6.800 
men in the force. Tne rest are 
from 
Paraguay. 
Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Costa Rica and Bra- 
nil.

BARK RIVER — Police throughout the midwest 
today remained on the lookout for two well-dressed 
gunmen and their driver who held up the Bark River 
State Bank Monday of an estimated $3*2,000. 


Police had no clues to the whereabouts of their 
1966 blue Cadillac hardtop The car had New York license 
TZ-1616. 


The men fled west of the bank on Old U. S. tt 
about 3:15 p. m. while cashier Loyal Hanson and four 
other women employes were locked in the bank’s vault 


State Police sealed off the Upper Peninsula with 
roadblocks and patrols immediately after receiving: the 
jobbery report at 1:07 p. m. 


A State Police patrol plane flew over Delta and 
Menominee County coun—: 
tryside last night and re­ 
sumed its search this morn­ 
ing. Patrol cars cruised the 
back roads. 


FBI agents from Mar­ 
quette and Sault Ste. Marie 
were called into the case, 
along 
with 
State 
Police 
detectives from Marquette. 
Extra police were also be­ 
ing brought into the area 
from surrounding posts on 
the theory that t h e men 
may still bs “holed up’' 
somewhere. 


The bandits had about a 50- 
minute start on police from the 
time they 
left 
the 
bank 
at 
about 3:15 p. m. until the first 
report of the robbery was made 
at 4:07 p. m. 


Employes, 
who 
were 
in­ 
structed by the 
men 
not 
to 
sound the alarm for a half-hour 
‘•or someone will get it” waited 
25 minutes. It took another 20 
minutes to release them. 


Take Quarters 


Police said, however, that the 
men may not have figured on a 
50-minute start and took refuge 
in a remote area. 


The 
two 
gunmen 
forced 
Hanson to open a safe inside 
the second of two vaults in the 
bank at gunpoint to get most 
of the estimated $32,000 stolen. 
The rest was taken from cash 
draw ers in the teller’s cages. 
The men left the $1 bills, but 
took a bag of quarters. 


Hanson said the 
men came 
Into 
his 
office, 
introduced 
themselves and then 
“backed 
him into the m en’s restroom” 
at gunpoint and told him this is 
a holdup. He 
said 
the 
men, 
wearing neat 
business 
suits, 
ties, large fedora hats and sun­ 
glasses, instructed him to go 
to the front door and close up 
the bank as usual. 


The gunmen stayed behind, 
near the door to his rear office 
with their weapons aimed at 
his back. The larger of the two 
men, believed to be about 6- 
feet tall with dark hair, car­ 
ried 
two 
snub-nose 
pistols. 


The sm aller man, about 5-foot- 
8, had what appeared to be a 
.45 or 
.38 
caliber 
automatic 
pistol. 


Pul Into Vault 


“They said if I made a false 
move they would give it to me 
—and they had the equipment 
to do it,” Hanson said.

AU four were ordered into 
the vault. 


“We don’t want to hurt any­ 
body,” the shorter man 
said. 
"We never hurt anybody.” 


Hanson wras then forced to 
open a small safe in another 
vault where 
the 
bank 
kept 
most of its cash locked during 
business hours. When the safe 
was cleaned, the men reopen­ 
ed the oilier 
vault 
and 
put 
Hanson in with the women. 


With all five employes in the 
vault, the gunmen scooped up 
the cash in the 
teller’s 
cash 
drawers and fled. 


W ait 25 Minutes 


Police today were 
working 
on two theories—that the men 
had enough of a start to get 
out of Michigan 
before 
the 
alarm was turned in or that 
the men, figuring on only a few 
minutes, holed up in a remote 
area nearby. 


The employes, who waited in 
the vault 25 
minutes 
before 
sounding the 
fog-horn 
type 
alarm atop the bank, got help 
from an employe of a neigh­ 
boring store. She called through 
the window “W hat’s the m at­ 
ter.” 


Hanson shouted through the 
vault that the bank had been 
robbed and to get the front 
door key from his sister. When 
she arrived, Hanson 
gave in­ 
structions 
from 
inside 
the 
vault on how to open it. 


State Police had a good des­ 
cription of the car and one of 
! the men from an 
incident at 
1 Rapid River Monday morning, 


j 
Officers said the men stop­ 
ped at Callahan's Gulf station 
for gasoline, then 
drove 
off 
without paying. The car was 
located at the Bar-B-Q restaur­ 
ant about 9 a. m. where the 
men were having breakfast. 


Confront Bandit 


Troopers talked to the owner 
of the car, a man of about 35 
years old from New York state, 
took his name, the license num ­ 
ber and registration number of 
the car. The men returned to 
the station, paid for the gas 
and were not held. 


They then moved 
to 
Bark 
River to “case” their afternoon 
job. 


Mrs. Beverly Fournier, a tell­ 
er, said a man came into the 
bank about 10:45 a. 
m. 
and 
asked her about opening an 
account He said he was going 
to build a motel in the area 
and wondered about transfer­ 
ring large sums of money into 
the bank.

Mon­ 
day, Mrs. Beverly Fournier 
turned to another employ« 
and said, “Those men are 
either bank examiners or 
robbers.” 


Ten minutes later the men 
began robbing the bank of an 
estimated $32,000. 


Mrs. Fournier, a teller, said 
the men came into the bank 
and stood on the carpet at 
the 
door 
and 
asked 
for 
cashier Loyal Hanson. When 
informed he was busy, she 
said they went back outside, 
stood underneath the awning 
and lit cigarettes. 


“They were nice men,’* 
said LaVerne Bell, also a tell« 
er. 


“If you want nice robbers, 
they were nice,” another em ­ 
polve added. 


When they came out from 
Hanson’s office with drawn 
guns, however, there wasn’t 
anything nice. 


“I was just shaking,” said 
Jill Constantineau, who is a 
summer employe in the of­ 
fice. 


“I 
wished right then I 
could 
have 
disappeared,” 
said Mrs. Bell. 


The 
bandits herded the 
women, 
politely,

Police had a good descrip­ 
tion of the car from Trooper 
Clarence Taylor, who ap­ 
proached the men at the 
Bar-B-Q restaurant in Rapid 
River Monday morning af­ 
ter they failed to pay for 
gasoline at Callihan’s Gulf 
station. 


‘‘If I knew then what I 
know now, I would have 
been a little more careful 
going in after them,” Taylor 
said. 


The taller of the two men 
who entered the bank car­ 
ried two snub-nose pistols. 
The other man carried what 
appeared to a a .45 or .38 
caliber automatic pistol. 


Hanson said his first con­ 
cern when the men drew 
their guns was for his em ­ 
ployes. He said he did exact­ 
ly what they told him — to 
lock up the bank as usual. 


When the bank was locked, 
the bandits locked the four 
women into a vault, forced 
Hanson to open a safe, then 
locked him in the vault with 
the women while they clean­ 
ed out the cash drawers. 


They took everything but 
the $1 bills. 


It was a first class job, all 
the way.

The nation’s hospiials are as 
ready as they can be few the 
start of the medicare program 
on Friday, officials say. 


Federal, state and local offi­ 
cials concerned with medicaia 
held news conferences througli- 
out the nation Monday to dis­ 
cuss the state of readiness of 
the program to provide hospiuii 
care under Social Security far 
those 65 and older. 


For the m ost part, they pre­ 
dicted a smooth start for medi- 
care. But a few said they e.\- 
pected hospital facilities to be 
severely taxed by an influx of 
aged persons who have put off 
needed care. 


Others admitted they weren’t 
quite sure what to expect on 
Friday and declined to specu­ 
late A eth er there would be a 
rush to the hospitals by the eld­ 
erly. 


“Hospitals will be able to han­ 
dle the situation in cooperation 
with 
patients," 
said 
Donald 
Dunn, executive director of the 
Minnesota Hospital Association. 


Although many of the nation s 
physicians, through the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association and 
other doctors’ groups, vigorou.s- 
ly opposed enactment of medi­ 
care, officials said Monday they 
expected the doctors to coop­ 
erate. Physicians were counted 
on to help forestall any rush, 
because

need 
their 
doctors’ approval for hospital 
admission.

Judicare For The U.P. 


Judicare is the name »ometimei given to the War 
on Poverty’s effort to provide ire« legal services to low 
income people. It takes it* name from Medicare, which 
is the Social Security System's new program to provide 
hoairital care and (through a paid insurance ]^n) med­ 
ical care for persons over 65. 


Judicare was a major topic of discussion at the 
U.P. Legal Institute sponsored by the SUte Bar of 
Michigan in Escanaba in the weekend. The ke.vTioter 
was Atty. John W. Cummiskey, chairman of the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association’s Committee on Legal Aid and 
Indigent Defendants. 


There have been several methods of imnlementine 
Judicare and Cummiskey explained that he was trying 
to effect helpful relationship between the bar and the 
government to provide legal services for the indigent, 
and not urging any one means of doing it.

The Judicare plan for the Upper Peninsula sparked 
up some criticism at the lawyers’ meeting. The criticism 
was not directed at the plan itself, nor the need for such 
a program—it never got that far. Most of the lawyers 
wi^o sT>oke wanted to know how. without their know­ 
ledge. it got the endorsement of the U.P. Bar? 


Tliere is no U.P. Bar Association, only county bar 
groups, affiliated ^ith the State Bar of Michiflran. but 
Atty. William James and other authors of the U.P. Judi- 
.care plan had at least sampled bar and court opinion 
because letters of endorsement from some attorneys 
and judges were cited. Attorneys who spoke in defense 
of the program said that there had been meetings and 
Inquiries and that the response from the bar had been 
spotty. 


To get a well publiciied conference on the subject 
the State Bar wll call a meeting of the U.P. Bar at 
Marquette on July g after suppling all attorneys with 
synopses of the plan for Judicare sponsored by UPCAP 
for the Upper Peninsula, that for the 33 counties in 
the top of the Lower Peninsula sponsored by NORCAP, 
and that in northei-n Wisconsin counties sponsored by 
the Wisconsin Bar Association.

UPCAP’s plan was developed by Community Action 
Agencies in the U.P. and when the Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration sought an overall sponsor it tag­ 
ged the Upper Peninsula Committee for Area Progress, 
which seems not completely happy with the program. It 
calls for the hiring full time of 7 attorneys to aeinre 
the poor, one for each CAA in the U.P., and an admin­ 
istrator. 


KORCAP would use the Wisconsin plan of refeiTal 
of indigent clients to local attorneys, who would accept 
reduced fees for the serv'ice. 


Cummiskey estimated that there are—on averages 
—at least 3,000 cases in the U. P. that need free legal 
(Counsel. Tlie bar discussion did not question the esti­ 
mate, nor the need for legal aid to the indigent, its 
chief objective seemed to be more information about 
this program which was being offered under its en­ 
dorsement.
